Yugoslavia for Seat on 
Security Council. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 27) 


(AP)--Nationalist China made a 
formal complaint to the United 
Nations Assembly today charging 
Russia is backing the Chinese 
Communist armies to overthrow 
the Kuomintang Government at 
Canton. 

The case was presented by T. F. 
Tsiang, chief Chinese Nationalist 
delegate in the U.N. He asked ur- 
gent Assembly action against the 
Chinese Communists. 

Details of the charges were not 
made public immediately. 

Tsiang presented the case in two 
letters, one addressed to Assembly 
President Carlos P .Romulo, an 
outspoken foe of Communism, and 
the other to Trygve Lie, N.N. Sec- 
retary General. 

The Chinese delegate told the 
Assembly last week for the first 
time that Russia was directing 
and aiding the forces of Mao Tse- 
tung, who has proclaimed a “peo- 
Pie's republic of China” based at 
Peiping. 

Text of the Letter. 

Tsiang’s letter to Romulo and 
Lie read: 

“Under the instructions of my 
Government, I have the honor to 
request that an item be added to 
the agenda of the fourth session 
of the General Assembly. The 
item to be added is as follows: 

“Threats to the political inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity 
of China and to the peace of the 
Far East, resulting from Soviet 
Violation of the Sino-Soviet treaty 
of friendship and alliance of Aug. 
14, 1945, and from Soviet violation 
of the Charter of the United Na- 
tions. 

“I request early consideration 
of this matter by the General 
Committee.” 

Tsiang said his action was 
taken on direct orders from act- 
ing Chinese ‘Foreign Minister 
George Yeh in Canton. 
the Chinese delegation 
éulted “a cnosiderable 
of governments at the U.N., 
the consensus was that it Was 
“within the sovereign rights of 
China to decide whether to appeal 
to the U.N, or not.” 

U.S. Backs Yugoslavia. 

Another major U.N. controversy 
Was assured when it was dis- 
closed the United States will sup- 
port Yugoslavia against Russian- 
sponsored Czechoslovakia for a 
seat in the Security Council. Bri- 
tish sources indicated Britain had 
split with the United States on 
the contest and would support 
Czechoslovakia. 

The United States decision to 
support Yugoslavia set up a wide- 
open fight for the seat to be va- 
cated Dec. 31 by the Soviet 
Ukraine after a two-year term. In 
the past, it has been customary 
for the Assembly to choose for 
this seat a Slav country agreed on 
by the Soviet bloc. 

An American delegation source 
said the United States had de- 
cided not to campaign for Yugo- 
siavia, but to tell those who in- 
quire that the United States will 
vote for the Belgrade Govern- 
ment. Th® United States, this 
source said, felt the seat should 
go to a country which is both 
S!av and Communist. Yugoslavia’s 
Communists are at odds with the 
Kremlin. 

Vishinsky Asks Early Action. 

Earlier, Russia’s Andrei  Y. 
Vishinsky agreed that the Greek- 
Balkan conflict should be given 
top priority in the debate of the 
U.N. Political Committee. The 
Soviet Foreign Minister insisted, 
however, that his own general 
peace proposals should also be 
placed high on the agenda. He 
suggested that his peace proposals 
be taken up immediately after the

Visa Denied After He Is 
Questioned on Political 
Views — University 
Criticizes Action. 


Dr. Glen Shortliffe, a Canadian 
Socialist, has been unable to ac- 
cept appointment as associate pro- 
fessor of French at Washington 
University because he was denied 
a visa to enter the United States, 
it was learned today. 

The teacher, a member of the 
faculty of Queens University at 
Kingston, Ontario, received a visa 


last June 20, but four days later 
was notified it had been revoked 
by the United States Immigration 
Service because he’ was considered 
“a person whose entry is deemed 
to be prejudicial to the public in- 
terests of the United States.” 

Prof. Herbert Dieckmann, head 
of the romance languages depart- 
ment at Washington University, 
denounced the stand taken by the 
Immigration Service as “a viola- 
tion of academic freedom.” 

Dean Backs Visa Request. 

Shortliffe was to have filled the 
vacancy created by the resignation 
of Associate Prof. Bernard Wein- 
berg, who has taken a post at 
Northwestern University. Dean of 
Faculties Edward K. Graham 
wrote a letter to the American 
consul at Toronto supporting the 
Canadian’s visa application. Gra- 
ham has known Shortliffe for 
years. They attended Cornell Uni- 
versity together when they were 
working on their doctorates. 

The Canadian wrote Graham 
that the Toronto consulate, an- 
swering his demand for an ex- 
planation, had informed him no 
“final decision” had been made. 
‘On Aug. 2 Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton of‘ Washington Univer- 
sity sent a telegram to J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, asking 
Hoover to see if he could get a 
final decision made. On Aug. 8, 
Hoover replied that Compton’s 
telegram had been forwarded to 
the “proper office.” 

Meanwhile, Shortliffe had be- 
come disgusted and on July 29 
had notified Washington Univer- 
sity he was forced to decline the 


appointment. 

Asked to Take Oath. 

In an interview at the consulate, 
he said, Vice Consul Albert Stoffel 
questioned him as to his political 
views and asked if he would be 
willing to take an oath that he 
did not believe in overthrow of 
government by force. 

Shortliffe said he told the con- 
sular official he considered him- 
self “a liberal Socialist,” and 
readily took the oath. 

The teacher-is a member of 
the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation, Socialist party which 
is in control in the province of 
Saskatchewan, but holds only 
eight seats in the Canadian Par- 
liament. Sheortliffe has made 
speeches for the C.C.F., but has 
not held office in the party, it 
was reported. 

Comment by Compton. 
"eae: Compton comment- 
ed: 
“The inability of the university 
to secure the services of Prof. 
Shortliffe is extremely unfortu- 
nate. In the judgment of his 
colleagues in the field of romance 
languages, Prof, Shortliffe is an 
excellent teacher, a promising 
scholar, and a man of the finest 
qualifications of citizenship and 
character.

If it could be held that Western 
Electric was claiming an unjusti- 
fiably high investment, it would 
follow that its prices, which fig- 
ure heavily in the investment and 
operating expenses of Southwest- 
ern Bell, are excessive. 

The concept of treating Western 
Electric as a utility or an integral 
part of a great: utility system in 
determining fairness of its prices 
is not new. It has been discussed 
by members of the telephone com- 
mittee of the National Association 
of Railroad and Utilities Commis- 
sioners.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 27 — In 
the neat backyard of an upper- 
middle class apartment house in 
the center of the Argentine cap- 
ital is a stone bench where resi- 
dents used to sit to get a breath 
of air on sultry nights. 

On this bench has been placed 
a giant marble bust of Argentina’s 
president. It was here that Col. 
Juan Domingo Peron and his 
actress sweetheart, Eva Duarte, 
used to sit during summer eve- 
nings when they occupied fourth- 
floor apartments across the hall 
from each other. 

Because the marble bust is so 
large that it takes up two-thirds 
of the bench, there is no longer 
any place to sit. 

So many busts and portraits 
have been made of the President 
since his election three and a half 
years ago that the city is running 
out of places to put them. The 
backyard bench, however, was se- 
lected by Government officials as 
a spot that should be dedicated 
for posterity with a marker.

Billion for Atlantic Allies. 

Usually, conferees appointed to 
settle Senate-House differences 
reach agreement by an in-between 
compromise.

As the authorization bill 
now stands it contains: one bil- 
lion dollars for the North Atlantic 
pact nations; $211,370.000 for 
Greece and Turkey; $27,640,000 for 
Iran, Korea and the Philippines; 
$75,000,000 which may be spent by 
the President—as he sees fit—in 
the China area; permission to 
ship $450,000,000 of surplus arms. 

House members insisted on only 
relatively minor changes in the 
bill passed by the Senate. 

Briefly, the program would 
authorize the bulk of arms aid for 
western Europe and make $125,- 
000,000 available immediately to 
get the aid program under way. 
This money would come from the 
ee eee Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

The rest of the cash and con- 
tract authority would be provided 
by appropriation. The aid for 
western Europe is divided, $500,- 
000,000 in cash and $500,000,000 in 
authoritv to enter contracts. 

Senate Wins Point. 

Only $100,000,000 in cash could 
be spent immediately. The -rest 
would become available only after 
President Truman approves de- 
fense recommendations made by 
the Atlantic pact military com- 
mittee. The Senate insisted on 
putting this string on the spend- 
ing to tie the program more close- 
ly the operations of the North 
Atlantic Security Council and the 
defense committee. 

The House members gave ground, 
too, in accepting aid for the China 
area. The House had voted noth- 
ing for China. 

The conference action does not 
bind either House to accept the 
bill, Most lawmakers, however, 
had little doubt about the bill get- 
ting quick approval. 


RUSSIA TO RETURN 
30 SHIPS TO U.S. 
UNDER LEND LEASE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (UP) 
—Russia today agreed to return 
to the United States by Dec. 1 
three ice breakers and 27 frigates 
obtained under lend-lease during 
World War II. 

Soviet Ambassador Alexander 
Panyushkin and assistant Secre- 
tary -of State Willard Thorpe 
signed the agreement at the State 
Department this morning. It cli- 
maxed negotiations which have 
dragged on since the end of the 
war. 

The ice breakers, described by 
officials as “the latest push -but- 
ton models,” will be turned over 
to the United States Navy at Bre- 
merhaven, Germany, the frigates 
at Yokosuka, Japan. 

Originally 28 frigates were lend- 
leased to the Soviets in prepara- 
tion for the planned all-out push 
against Japan which was can- 
celed when Japan surrendered. 

State Department spokesman 
Michael J. McDermott said one 
of the frigates, according to the 
Russians, “ran on the rocks and 
was lost.” McDermott did not 
know when the loss occurred. If 
the loss occurred after the war, 
the Soviets presumably will be 
asked to compensate the United 
States. 

Officials said cautiously the 
new agreement may -boost pros- 
pects for an over-all] settlement of 
Russia’s lend-lease . obligations, 
which total more than 10 billion 
dollars.

TALIHINA, Okla., Sept. 27 (AP) 
—A B-29 bomber crashed and 
burst into flames near this south- 
eastern Oklahoma town last night. 
All aboard, believed to have num- 
bered 13, perished. Eleven bodies 


have been found. 

Tinker Air Force Base officers 
in Oklahoma City said the plane 
was on a navigational training 
flight from Smoky Hill Base, Sa- 
lina, Kan. Air Force authorities 


did not disclose names of the 13- 
man crew at the takeoff of the 
four-engine craft. 

Heat Delays Inspection. 

Flames made it impossible for 

rescue volunteers to get within 
100 yards of the plane after gaso- 
line spread over the area. Intense 
heat after the ‘fire died out also 
delayed inspeciion of the wreck- 
age. 
, ac persons said they thought 
they heard the plane explode in 
midair, but law enforcement of- 
ficers said the wreckage would 
have been scattered more if there 
had been an explosion. 

Talihina is in the Ozark national 
forest area but the crash scene 
was in prairie country inhabited 
by ranch families. It is 180 miles 
southeast of Oklahoma City and 
75 miles southwest of Fort Smith, 
Ark. The wreckage is in a wooded 
patch on a small hill: 

No Survivors Found. 

Shortly after midnight observers 
at the scene said they sighted 
“something resembling flares.” A 
search of a two-mile area failed 
to disclose survivors, who might 
have parachuted. 

Crash rescue teams from Biggs 
Air Force Base, El] Paso, Tex., and 
Lowry Field, Denver, came here 
by plane. 

A security convoy from Tinker 
base reached the scene shortly 
before 2 a.m. An _ investigation 
board of officers flew to the scene 
from Oklahoma City this morning. 

There was no radio contact to 
indicate the plane was experi- 
encing trouble. Some residents re- 
ported hearing the plane circling 
as if attempting a forced landing. 

Robert Grubb, a radio operator 
for Mid-Continent Airlines at Fort 
Smith, said he was in communi- 
cation with the plane at 25,000 
feet, the scheduled flying altitude 
for the flight. ~

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 27— 
Ivan Lee Holt Jr. of St. Louis, an 
attorney and a Democrat, was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Forrest Smith 
yesterday as a circuit judge in the 
Eighth (St. Louis) Judicial Cir- 
cuit. He succeeds the late Judge 
Charles B. Williams, who died 
last June 25. 

The appointment was made un- 
der the nonpartisan court pro- 
visions of the State Constitution, 
from a list of three nominees sub- 
mitted to Smith by the Eighth 
Judicial Circuit Bar Commission. 
The other two nominees, in addi- 
tion to Holt, were Thomas J. Bo- 
land (Dem.) and James V. Frank 
(Rep.), first associate city coun- 
selor, both of St. Louis. 

It was Smith’s fourth appoint- 
ment under the nonpartisan court 
plan in the less than nine months 
he has been in office. In each in- 
stance he has appointed a Demo- 
crat. He appointed David A. Mc- 
Mullan as a St. Louis circuit 
judge last July, and has named one

In making partial 
payments to the St. Louis concern, 
he mailed two checks totaling 
$77,000 which proved to be worth- 
less and led to detection of the 
Swindle.

“No,” Phillips said. “But it 
would give the Board of Aldermen 
power to do so. If it were written 
into the Charter, however, it might 
prejudice passage of the Charter.

Cabinet Pay Rise Bill. 


The Senate todav turned to a 
more controversial salary increase 
measure—a House-passed bill to 
increase the pay of Cabinet mem- 
bers and other upper-bracket offi- 
cials. It was listed for action late 
in the day. 

President Truman, in a letter to 
Vice President Barkley, made a 
plea for the bill yesterday. 

Senators held a huddle in the 
office of Democratic Leader Lucas 
of Illinois and Senator McFar- 
land (Dem.), Arizona, later said 
that 34 Senators—20 Democrats 
and 14 Republicans—have offered 
a compromise which “is being ac- 
cepted.”

McFarland said that under the 
compromise no Government offi- 
cials except Cabinet members and 
a few White House aids would 
have their pay raised above $15,000 
and none would receive more than 
a 50 per cent increase. 

For Cabinet members, that 
would mean a boost in pay from 
$15,000 to $22,500 insteag of the 
$25,000 provided in the pending 
presidentially backed bill.

Last Friday the St. Louis office 
of the Pure Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, which is conducting 
an investigation in the coffee in- 
dustry here, filed suit to condemn 
65,000 pounds of green coffee, also 
shipped here from New Orleans.

PARK PLAZA TO ASK 
FOR A TELEVISION 
STATION LICENSE 


The Park Plaza Hotel an- 
nounced today it would apply for 
permission to operate a television 
station.

DARST PROCLAIMS 
SWEETEST DAY, FOR 
HANDING OUT GIFTS 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst has for- 
mally proclaimed Saturday, Oct. 
15, a good day, in fact Sweetest 
day, one on which St. Louisans 
should remember their loved ones 
with little gifts. 

“Too often we forget to express 
our appreciation, or affection, to 
loved ones and friends until it is 
too late,” the Mayor’s official 
proclamation stated. Darst’s ac- 
tion is in line with a national 
movement to make Oct. 15 a “day 
of remembrances.” 

The Mayor issued his proclama- 
tion at the request, not of any 
“Love Thy Neighbor” organiza- 
tion, but of a representative of 
the candy manufacturers, florists, 
jewelers and druggists of the

“It’s wrong and = immoral,”

Clark made clear that he has

The most active proponents of

When interviewed recently 
by the Post-Dispatch and a Wash- 
ington Post reporter, the bombas- 
tic Goodwin warned that he would 
attack the two newspapers if any 
news stories came out about him. 


Charges Red Pilot. 

He was as good as his word. 
This week Goodwin sent a letter 
to editors all over the country, 
charging a Communist plot to dis- 
credit the Chiang propagandists in 
this country. 

“On March 1, 1949,” he wrote, 
“the Communist party of New 
York State issued order to com- 
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rades of ‘all sections and counties’ 
to ‘demand a congressional inves- 
tigation of the Chinese lobby in 
Washington.’ As I am the regis- 
tered representative of the Chinese 
News Agency in Washington, D.C., 
this is, therefore, an attack on me 
as well as on the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment of China.

Thorp conceded that Western 
Electric would be entitled to 
claim a certain amount for ma- 
terials and supplies and working 
capital. It was his idea, however,

Bickett agreed with, Morris E. 
Osburn, commission chairman, 
that the only difference between 
his view and Thorp’s. was just 
what should be allowed in this 


category. He agreed to work up 
some figures. 

Bickett insisted that there was 
a fundamental difference in ac- 
counting between a manufactur- 
ing company and a utility, in that 
the former necessarily had to 
carry an investment in its in- 
ventory of goods. He insisted 
that the situations between the 
two types of business were not 
comparable. 


“Average Earning” Attacked. 


Another point of challenge by 
Thorp was a showing by Western 
Electric of the average earning on 
its investment for the 33 years of 
its existence in its present cor- 
porate form. His point here was 
that a utility cannot properly seek 
an excessive earning in one year 
to make up for a loss in prior 
years. 

“In no case,” Bickett declared, 
“are we setting prices one year 
to make up losses in a previous 
year.” 

The Western Electric exhibit, 
presented two months ago by 
Bickett in behalf of Southwestern 
Bell, showed an average return on 
investment for Western Electric 
of 7.4 per cent for the 33-year 
period. However, the annual 
range in the period was from a 
high earning of 18.2 per cent in 
1928 to a maximum loss of 4.7 
per cent in 1932. Last year’s re- 
turn was 11.6 per cent. 

Still another question was raised 
by Thorp over a change by West- 
ern Electric last year in the re- 
porting of its inventory of goods 
from the method which had been 
used for many years. 

Last year’s return on investment 
would have been 13.3 per cent in- 
stead of 116 per cent, if this 
change had not been made, Bick- 
ett testified. He explained that 
the purpose was to avoid an “over- 
stating” of assets which would 
have occurred under the former 
inventory method as a result of 
the postwar increases in costs of

independent operators, but recent- 
ly portable items—diamonds, gold 
bars, vintage wines—have been 
sneaked into various lands by 
Communist diplomatic attaches. 
The Russian and satellite state 
officials are given packages to 


deliver under their stamp of im- | 


munity. Very often they do not 
even know what the wrappings 

cover. They merely get the 

parcel from a Russian import- 
export outfit while leaving the 
motherland, and are told to hand 
it over to Mr. X, on arrival in 

Paris, Copenhagen or Shanghai. 
Without question Mr. X had 
already paid a Communist con- 
cern fee for the package, and 
a delivery charge in addition. 
The deal was negotiated, per- 
haps, in one of the coffee houses 
of Vienna. 

Gold from the teeth hammered 
out of the mouths of Nazi victims 
before they were marched off to 
the gas chambers is now being 
sold on the black markets of 
Europe. Melted into bars, the 
gold is bringing thousands of dol- 
lars to the Cominform. 

When the Russians “liberated” 
‘Hungary, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Romania, Albania and Yugoslavia 
from the Wehrmacht, specially 
trained Russian economic police 
collected piles of loot the Ger- 
mans had gathered for shipment 
to their fatherland, including gold 
teeth. Later, when the Russians 
muscled into Berlin they swept up 
further mountains of Nazi-col- 
lected valuables. 

Nazi Loot Not Returned. 

Despite the pleas of Hitler’s vic- 


ever was made to redistribute the 
loot. It was hoarded in heavily 
guarded warehouses in the Reich 
and Austria, Stalin’s Balkan bush 
league, and in Russia itself. 

When the disillusioned Ameri- 
cans buttoned up their pockets 
and cut off the flow of dollars to 
Stalin, the Russians decided to use 
the loot. 

Through Balkan and Russian 
import-export companies Roman 
paintings, Athenian vases, Brus- 
sels diamonds and all the other 
pickings of the efficient supermen 
were dumped onto the black mar- 
kets. 

In addition to the Nazi loot that 
they peddle, the Communist im- 
port-export agencies stock moun- 
tains of gear seized by the Russian 
soldiers on their own initiative in 
the early days of occupation. Stuff 
that the Russian soldier “liber- 
ated” on the way from Moscow 
to Berlin was shipped home to in- 
dividual families. A healthy cut

The press conference last week 
ended after less than five min- 
utes.

To most of the reporters’s ques- 
tions on governmental affairs, he 
replied, “No comment.” To one, 


however, he gave an answer that 
partly revealed his reason for not 
using these sessions as Roosevelt 
did “to take the issues to the 
people.” 

Curt Reply. 

He had been asked whether he 
was pressing his Congressional 
leaders for action on his civil 
rights program before adjourn- 
ment. He curtly replied that he 
talked with his Congressional 
leaders—not over their heads at 
a press conference. He also said 
that he had given his civil rights 
program to Congress in his Janu- 
ary message and that it was up to 
Congress to decide what to do 
about it. 

These remarks indicated a mis- 


‘conception of the idea of White 


House and other governmental 
press conferences. They were not 
designed to put pressure on Con- 
gressional leaders but to make 
their work easier by having them 
backed up by informed voters 
throughout the country who, if 
convinced of the desirability of a 
program, would insist that their 
Senators and Representatives sup- 
port it. By using the press con- 
ference as a forum for the dis- 
cussion of important questions— 
with reporters prodding to bring 
out controversial spots—the Pres- 
ident talks over the heads of his 
leaders only in the sense that he 
talks over the heads of all Con- 
gress.

F.D.R. Knew the Tricks. 

F.D.R. was, of course, the maes- 
tro of press conferences. He knew 
all the tricks of stalling until he 
found the proper words—lighting 
a cigarette, removing his glasses, 
sipping water or taking a deep 
breath. Many times he rephrased 
a question to emphasize his own 
point of view. He enjoyed these 
sessions and told friends they 
were valuable to him in showing 
what the voters and the news- 
papers were interested in. His 
“good press” made the Republi- 
cans scream and squirm. 


In his 1948 whistlestop campaign 
Truman proved that he could talk 
to the people directly in language 
they understood. Reporters—and 
possibly voters—expected more of 
those explanations of the issues 
after he was elected in his own 
right. The issues are just as big 
as then, or in Roosevelt’s day. 
The White House is not, of course, 
a whistlestcp and a President can- 
not continue a candidate’s tech- 
nique. The press conference is, 
however, a unique American insti- 
tution and cannot be kept alive 
by non-committal five-minute ses- 
sions. 


There were some dull sessions in 
Roosevelt’s regime—and many un- 
der Hoover and Coolidge. Often 
the reporters were to blame for 
not asking timely, intelligently 
phrased questions. The reporters 
have an obligation to the public 
almost as great as that of the

HE backstage atmosphere for 
T tne impending visit of Iran's 

young Shah Mohammed Riza 
Pahlevi is not very propitious. 
Not only are United States author- 
ities miffed at an attempted 
Iranian price squeeze on opium, 
but the United Nations’ Narcotics 
Commission is squaring off to 
crack down on Iran for persistent 
over-production and illicit sale of 
the drug. 

In both matters, Iran has acted 
in a high-handed manner, includ- 
ing frequent intimations of turn- 
ing to Russia. At the same time, 
Iran has been pressuring for a 
$250,000,000 United States loan. 
Officially, that is one of the pur- 
poses of the Shah’s visit. Unoffi- 
cially, he iz reported to be ro- 
mantically interested in the 
daughter of Washington Ambas- 
sador Sussein Ala. 

Involved in the clash over the 
price squeeze are the Munitions 
Board, the Federal Bureau of Sup- 
ply and the Commodity Cuzedit 
Corporation. 

Because of its morphine deriva- 
tive, used for medical purposes, 
Opium is high on the strategic 
stockpiling list. Iranian opium has 
a lower morphine content than 
Turkish opium, It requires 30,000 
cases of Iranian opium to produce 
the amount of morphine obtained 
from only 22,000 cases of Turkish 
opium. A standard case weighs 
160 pounds. The United States 
buys Turkish opium at $1500 a 
case, f.o.b. Mediterranean ports. 

But despite the inferior quality 
of Iranian opium, Ambassador 
Sussein Ala demanded a higher 
price than was being paid Turkey. 
United States officials retorted 
they valued Iranian opium at not 
more than $1000 a case. 

After protracted attempts at 
dickering, Ambassador Sussein 
Ala tried another tact. He went 
to the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion with a barter proposition. He

NEW URANIUM MINE REPORTED 
WORKING IN EASTERN GERMANY 


BERLIN, Sept. 27 (AP)—Rus- 
sia has found a new uranium mine 
in east Germany to spur its atom 
bomb production, west Berlin 
newspapers claimed today. : 

The papers said the new mine 


was opened under the direction of 
Russian engineers in former sil- 
ver mines at Mansfeld, near Eisle- 
ben, in Saxony, Sept. 21. More 
than 1000 German miners were re- 
ported working in the new shaft. 
The Mansfeld mine is the sec- 
ond uranium source exploited by 
the Russians in eastern Germany. 
Several thousand Germans and 
Russians have been working 
uranium mines at Aue, near the 
Czechoslovakian border. 
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IN DESERT IN ASIA 


BOSTON, Sept. 27 (UP)—The 
site of Russia’s atomic experi- 
mentation “is believed to be some- 
where in the Kazakhstan desert 
area of central Asia,” according 
to the Christian Science Monitor. 

In a copyrighted dispatch from 
Berlin, the newspaper says the 
desert area is similar to the New 
Mexico area that was the scene of 
the American atom bomb explo- 
sion in 1945. | 

“Actual fission plants are in the 
western Ukraine industrial Don 
Blas, within convenient reach of 
the main Soviet source of urani- 
um ore in Czechoslovakia and 
Saxony, and with ample electric 
power available,” the Monitor 
says. 

“All that can be said as to the 
actual lecation of the Soviet 
atomic activities is that various 
units are in widely separated 
parts of the U.S.S.R.’s vast areas,” 
the dispatch continues. 


The Monitor says “security re- | 


_strictions on a Soviet atomic proj- 
ect. would make Los Alamos or 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) seem Aas re- 
stricted as the Grand Central lob- 
'by by comparison.” 

It also says the atomic project 
was supervised by the secret po- 
lice and that personnel engaged in

a closely-guarded compound” the 
year long. 

Persons with technical training 
and ability who were imprisoned 
during the purges in the 1930s 
have been drafted to work on 
atomic projects, the dispatch says.

PLANS TO ENTER SENATE RACE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP)— 
Air Force Secretary W. Stuart 
Symington of St. Louis has no 
intention of entering Missouri's 
Senate race in 1950. 

That is the word sent out from 
his office in commenting on re- 
ports Symington is considering 
running for the seat now held by 
Senator Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, 
whose term ends Jan. 3, 1951. 


Symington told reporters in St.

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A.T. &T.’s Prize Child 


Of all the 21 companies that comprise the Bell 
system, Southwestern has been the prize pro- 
ducer of dividends for its parent, A. T. & T. This 
fact has been brought out in connection with 
Southwestern’s appeal to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission for a second-round rate in- 
crease of $5,000,000 a year. Over the last 11 
years, the average dividend paid by Southwest- 
ern to A. T. & T. was $8.32 a share. The average 
dividend paid by all Bell companies in that 
period was about $6.38. 

From 1938 through 1946, with the exception 
of 1944, Southwestern paid straight dividends 
each year of $9 per share. In 1944, it paid $8.75. 
In 1947 and 1948, Southwestern Bell paid $5.75 
and $5 respectively. Whether the comvoany’s ap- 
plications for higher rates had anything to do 
with reduction of dividend in the past two years 
is something only the insiders can tell. 

It should be understood that A. T. & T., in 
addition to its functions as operator of the long- 
distance lines and so on, acts as banker to the 
Bell companies. When Southwestern has needed 
money, it has gone to the parent company for it, 
offering its common stock as security. More 
than 99 per cent of Southwestern’s common is 
held by A. T. & T., at $100 par. So that the 
stock, for most years since 1938, has yielded not 
only $9 per share, but 9 per cent on A. T. & T.’s 
investment. 

The period 1938-1948 has been an era of cheap 
money. Many other businesses during that period 
have been able to go into the open market and 
float large issues of securities at far less than 9 
per cent. If Southwestern Bell had been per- 
mitted to do likewise, it no doubt could have 
saved many millions of dollars, which could have 
gone into surplus. This surplus could have been 
used to finance the capital expenditures which 
Southwestern now faces, as a result of a great 
postwar demand for telephones. 

Neither Southwestern Bell nor A. T. & T. of- 
ficials like to discuss the latter’s banking activi- 
ties. They do not care to attempt to justify the 
imposition of a $9-9 per cent dividend at a time 
when the cost of money in the open market 
descended to record lows. This has been a mat- 
ter within the Bell family—a sort of skeleton in 
the closet. But the FCC, the various state public 
service commissions and plenty of unofficial stu- 
dents of Bell system finances have wondered 
about it. They have wondered why the lucrative 
banking operations of A. T. & T., particularly 
with regard to Southwestern Bell, have not been 
subject to restriction and regulation. 

We have Often said—and we repeat—that 
American telephone service is the finest in the 
world. But that is no reason why, when applica- 
tions for higher phone rates are made, the pub- 
lic should close its eyes to certain important 
phases of the system’s business affairs. A. T. & T. 
and its constituent companies have a virtual 
monopoly of the vast telephone business of the 
United States. Because of its nature, the sys- 
tem’s monopolistic character is not objectionable; 
indeed, it offers many advantages. But in return 
the system should be subjected to proper regula- 
tion—and in some respects it has escaped such 
regulation. 
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Sound Position of Judge Phillips 


Federal Appeals Judge Orie L. Phillips is to 
be commended warmly on his refusal to dismiss 
automatically the old perjury indictments against 
Harry M. Blackmer. There is no reason why 
the multi-millionaire’s plea of guilty to tax eva- 
sion should of itself wash out the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s charges that Blackmer lied in one of 
the many ramifications of the Teapot Dome case. 

The oil scandals of the Harding Administra- 
tion remain one of the blackest chapters in the 
history of prostitution of government by busi- 
ness men. Blackmer confesses income tax vio- 
lation. If he testified falsely let him account 
for that, too. The Government’s move for dis- 
missal is not sufficient. Judge Phillips has every 
right to be satisfied in his own mind that there 
is or is not sufficient evidence to sustain the 
perjury indictments. Blackmer chose exile 25 
years ago. He is entitled to no special favors 
just because he stands penitent in Denver now. 
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Trial by Conference 

Allowing prosecutors to recommend sentences 
in St. Louis circuit courts has a direct connection 
with another practice that hinders justice. This 
is permission for defendants to be tried on re- 
duced charges, in return for guilty pleas. It 
means that criminals escape full payment for 
their crimes. 

Circuit Judge Francis E. Williams prompted 
this discussion by describing how local courts 
are overburdened with work. This is probably 
true. But. Judge Williams does not attempt to 
justify the prevalence of reduced charges, and 
loaded dockets are no excuse for the practice. 
Harry C. Blanton, former United States Attorney 


here, told the American Bar Association: 


If such cases were promptly and vigor- 
ously prosecuted, and if defendants learned 
they would be shown no leniency by plead- 
ing not guilty, then more pleas of guilty 
would be entered and few trials rendered 
necessary. 

That is the way it works in the far more ef- 
ficient federal courts. But in state courts, pros- 
ecutors often bargain with defense attorneys, 
confer on reduced charges to get convictions, 
and wind up with a light sentence. This system 
begins by virtually rewriting oe law, and may 
end by ignoring it. 

A Chamber of Commerce vanieal last spring 
showed that the murder rate here is six times 
more than in Minneapolis, and the robbery rate 
four times that of Philadelphia. At the same 
time, the reduced-charges practice was used 20 
times more than.in Chicago on some crimes. 
Yet Chicago found three to five times more de- 
fendants guilty. 

If judges would do the judging and prose- 
cutors the prosecuting, and both would attend to 
their proper business, they would waste less 
time and more criminals would get what they 
deserve. 
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‘To Remove Tax Handicaps 

As a means of attracting American capital to 
underc:vcicped foreign countries, the Truman 
Administration is planning to ask Congress to 
“liberalize” the tax laws on income from foreign 
investments. It seems a good principle to put 
foreign investments as nearly as possible on the 
same tax footing as domestic investments. The 


changes should not be adopted without 


proposed 
thorough study and debate, but at first blush 
they seem merely to eliminate certain handi- 
caps that do not apply to money invested within 
the United States. 

Some interests, of course, hope to do much 


more than eliminate handicaps. Ever since 


President Truman announced his “Point 4” pol- 
icy to build up world prosperity and peace with 
American capital, part of the business and bank- 


fy 


ing community has clamored to have foreign in- 


. vestments treated with special favor. These peo- 


ple would like to see the Government subsidize 
foreign investments at the expense of domestic 
business and American taxpayers, taking the 
country into the practice of dollar imperialism 
on an unprecedented scale. 

It would be a sorry thing if President Tru- 
man’s vision of practical idealism were distorted 
into such an imperial pattern. 
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Embarrassment for the’ A.M.A. 


The leaders of the American Medical Associa- 
tion cannot be too happy about the way their 
campaign against the Truman Administration’s 
health program is being handled. More than a 
few of the association's members certainly would 
be happier if the doctors had kept matters in 
their own hands, instead of relying on hired 
press agents. 

It is true that a committee of physicians be- 
came over-zealous, circulated a nasty bit of anti- 
Semitism, and had to be disowned and disbanded. 
But the California publicity team which was 
employed to take over the campaign also has not 
added to the dignity of the medical profession. 

A few months ago, it issued a sensational 
statement that agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice had terrorized the Chicago Medical Society. 
At the time, the Post-Dispatch said that this was 
a serious charge, and that if there was evidence 
of Government pressure in support of a Govern- 
ment program, the public should know it. 

The chief development which has come to our 
attention since then is Robert S. Allen’s report 
that David Brown, former editor of Liberty mag- 
azine who also was hired by the A.M.A. to fur- 
ther its campaign, has “resigned because of 
strong disapproval of tactics and statements by 
Whitaker and Baxter, the high-powered, '$100,- 
000-a-year publicity agents.” What particularly 
disgusted Brown was the “terrorization” charge 
which, according to Allen, he investigated and 
found to be untrue. 

It is possible that a good many doctors share 
Brown’s feeling. That may be why the A.M.A. is 


still considerably short of the $3,500,000 it hoped 


to raise for this campaign by $25 contributions 
from individual doctors. Some of them are not 
in sympathy with the campaign. Others do not 
like the way it is being conducted. 

It is still not too late for the A.M.A. to face 
the problem of medical care frankly. It could 
assist the Government in finding a workable 
solution. As a matter of fact, a number of the 
nation’s distinguished practitioners are trying to 
help. The A.M.A. ought to follow their lead. 
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Senator Cain’s Novel Idea 

Senator Harry Cain of Washington has a new 
unusual idea. He is seriously thinking about 
resigning his seat in 1950, two years before his 
term expires, in order to run against Demo- 
cratic Senator Magnuson, who will be seeking 
re-election next year. Indeed, the Republican 
National Committeeman for Washington, Harold 
Peyton, says that Senator Cain has agreed to 
make the race against Magnuson. The idea said 
to be behind this remarkable plan is to give the 
voters of the extreme Northwest a _ clearcut 
choice between Magnuson’s support of the New 
and Fair Deals and Cain’s opposition. 

There may be another consideration. In 1944 
Cain won the G.O.P. senatorial nomination only 
to lose to Magnuson in the fourth term Roose- 
velt sweep. If Cain runs next year, he will be 
running at presidential mid-term. There will 


.be no Democratic White House nominee at the 


head of the ticket. If he waits until 1952, when 
his term expires, he will be in the midst of an- 
other presidential race. Maybe Senator Cain is 
allergic to Democratic presidential sweeps. May- 
be he is doing a little figuring as to when is 
the best time to make his own bid to hold onto 
the seat he now occupies. 
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Down Boone’s Lick Trail 


Too many people! Too many people! Too 
crowded! Too crowded! I want more elbow 
room. 

That’s what Daniel Boone said when he left 
crowded Kentucky in 1799 to live in Missouri, 
and it’s possible on these fine fall days that 
many a modern Missourian will feel the old 
pioneer longing for elbow room. If so, the 
State Division of Resources and Development is 
prepared to show its sympathy. 

The division has published a series of pam- 
phlets which sketch the history, industry and 
culture of the regions of Missouri. These are 
well illustrated and largely pictorial. They rep- 
resent a standing invitation to the river country 
of Mark Twain, the pines of Big Spring and the 
clear waters of Ozark lakes, and places where a 
St. Louisan is still a foreigner to many a native. 

This city should be especially interested in the 
latest recreational booklet, for it concerns a re- 
gion close to St. Louis. This is the realm of 
Little Dixie, the Kingdom of Callaway that se- 
ceded from the Union, of fine buildings and fine 
horses. It is old ‘Daniel Boone’s trail through 
eight counties above the Missouri river, St. 
Charles-to-Boonville through flowing scenery. 

Aside from being a publisher that Missouri 
can be proud of, the Division of Resources also 
has’ furnished guides to be followed like Boone 
himself. Anyone who doubts this might follow 


up the Salt Lick Trail on a shining afternoon. 
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Treason Inside the Law 

Disclosure that a Russian underworld ring is 
buying potential war materials from the western 
democracies is as shocking as it is because busi- 
ness men from the democratic countries are ac- 
cessories to it—if they weren’t, it wouldn’t work. 

In his report on the ring Fred Sparks writes 
from Vienna that the underworld group is mak- 
ing “purchases all over the world—through 
scores of agents and dummy corporations, includ- 
ing some inside the United States. Much of the 
material is on the blacklist of the United States 
State Department, for the stuff often aids Rus- 
sian rearmament. Americans, Frenchmen, Eng- 
lishmen—sharp operators from 20 countries— 
are feeding off this brilliantly organized 
scheme.” 

It is all but unbelievable that any American 
business man could have forgotten the lesson of 
Pearl Harbor so soon. There, a mere eight years 
ago, the scrap iron which short-sighted Ameri- 
cans had sold to longer-sighted Japanese was 
poured back on Americans in the form of bombs. 
Now that a belligerent Russia has emerged in a 
world from which a belligerent Japan has just 
departed, some Americans, according to Mr. 
Sparks’ report, are again playing the same naive, 
dangerous, self-defeating game. 

The profits are in millions, and to those who 
are getting them they may loom larger than the 
folly of supplying a potential enemy with the 
wherewithal to destroy you. To a sensible man, 
though it is not treason in the narrow legalistic 
meaning it must seem to be so in any broader 
one, :

Atomic co-operation with our allies is an Atlantic Pact obligation, 
writer argues; case is specially strong for planned sharing of knowl- 
edge and materials with Britain; says the first step is for Congress 
to amend our present attempts to maintain a lone-wolf policy,

This article was written before the an- 
nouncement that an atomic explosion had 
taken place in Russia, and that event lends 
heightened interest to the line of its argu- 
ment, 

The British officials arriving in Washing- 
ton to discuss atomic energy will undoubt- 
edly point out that America has been slight- 
ing its Atlantic Pact allies in the matter of 
sharing atomic information. Whether or 
not this is the case, the Administration 
can, if it is realistic, 
use these talks as the 
occasion for a review. 
of our entire policy 
on international] con- 
trol of atomic ener- 
gy. It is obvious that 
our last stated policy 
—the Baruch plan 
for an international 
authority under the 
United Nations—is as 
dead as the larger 
dream of co-operation 
with Russia. 


Since 1945 the Unit- 
ed States has oper- 
ated on the assump- 
tion that some form of international con- 
trol would have to be established. Until 
it is, the United States has decided to play 
a strictly lone-wolf role, and keep its mili- 
tary and non-military atomic information 
entirely to itself. That is the main idea be- 
hind the McMahon Act of 1946, which set 
up the Atomic Energy Commission.

“Why We Can’t Go Alone 


Even in default of international control, 
atomic isolationism of this sort cannot 
work, for three reasons: 


First, none of the supposed secrets of 
atomic energy can be hidden away in a 
safe. Scientists have declared repeatedly 
that América may have a monopoly of spe- 
cialized techniques and productive capacity, 
but not of the basic scientific knowledge. 

Second, the Russians undoubtedly possess 
the same basic knowledge that we do. 

Finally, our atomic-energy project is not 
exclusively a product of American brains. 
Scientists of many nations contributed to 
the discoveries that made the atomic bomb 
possible, Britons and Canadians worked 
alongside Americans as full partners in the 
program until V-J day. 

After collaborating closely with the 
United States, Britain and Canada have, in 
effect, been excluded from the peacetime 
fruits of their labor by American secrecy. 
To be sure, there has been some exchange 
of scientific information, but it has been 
narrowly restricted by law. It has been in- 
hibited, moreover, by such influences as the 
Hickenlooper investigation, which raised a 
great storm over the shipment to Norway 
of radioactive isotopes, tracer materials 
that are useful in medicine. 


Division of a Common Task 


Other countries, however, have-not been 
sitting still, Britain, Canada, and France 
have atomic piles, or furnaces, in opera- 
tion, and Norway is experimenting with 
atomic energy. Russia probably is at least 
fairly far along. Britain announced in the 
spring of 1948 that it intended to launch 
its own atomic-weapons program. 

This was the background of a secret con- 
ference held last July by the President with 
Administration and congressional leaders. 
They knew the British were dissatisfied. 


The choice before this country can be 


. summed up as one between atomic co-op- 


eration with the nations of western Eu- 
rope—a limited adaptation of the Baruch 
plan—and 


encouragement of atomic nation- 
alism. 


Fortunately, the Atlantic Pact furnishes 
a framework on which to build the sort of 
we must choose in our own 


interest. The genius of the collective de- 
fense plan is that it implies a division of 
labor, with each nation contributing what 
it is best equipped to. The United States 
has assumed a responsibility for atomic 
weapons—not merely for itself, but for the 
collective entity. 


In return for this defense guaranty, the 
United States has a right to expect a quid 
pro quo—to expect, in other words, that 
other participating nations will forego in- 
dividual atomic-weapons programs. It 
would be senseless for them to duplicate, 
at fantastic cost, production facilities al- 
ready operating in the United States. Most 
of the signers of the pact probably would 
be glad enough to agree to such a division. 


What Britain Probably Wants 


In Britain’s case, however, there is a spe- 
cial consideration. Most of the uranium 
now used by the United States comes from 
two sources—Canada and the Belgian 
Congo. British interests own big shares in 
the mines of the Congo. In this, the Brit- 
ish have a whip hand, although there is no 
indication that they intend to use it. 


It is not unlikely that the real purpose 
of the British is to obtain already-processed 
fissionable material from the United States, 
with which to assemble Britain’s own 
bombs and experiment for industrial pur- 
poses. If this is the case, part of the Brit- 
ish need could be met by a full exchange 
of military and industrial information. 
American atomic bombs could even be 
stockpiled in Britain. 


The same sort of obligation to exchange 
military information does not extend to 
countries which did not collaborate on the 
original bomb. In France, the head of the 
atomic energy project is Frederic Joliot- 
Curie, an admitted Communist, and there 
is no reason why we should collaborate on 
atomic weapons with him. 


In the broader realm, however, it is in 
the American interest to enlist the widest 
possible exchange of non-military atomic 
information with our allies in the pact. 
The application of atomic power to indus- 
trial use is one of the ways of building up 
the strong Europe to which we have now 


' tied our fortunes. 


Time for Mature Thinking 


Any new policy must start with a revi- 
sion of the McMahon Act. The problem for 
the Administration is to convince Congress 
that a change is called for. This may be 
quite a job, given the fear that prevails 
when anything atomic is mentioned. But 
the Administration has two important sell- 
ing points: 

First: Military collaboration with Britain 
and Canada dnd a broader exchange of in- 
dustrial information with other countries 
will strengthen American defense. Ameri- 
can scientists can learn a good deal from 
scientists abroad, even at this stage. 

Second: American pre-eminence in atomic 
matters, on which our present policy is 
based, is diminishing every day. The logi- 
cal development is a joint effort to evolve 
the best combined program possible, for 
reasons of our own security no less than 
the security of the co-operating countries. 

The need now is for reassessment, for 
political sophistication regarding the atom, 
and for abandonment in this field of the 
neo-isolationism that we have already 
discarded elsewhere. In the last analysis, 
atomic security consists of a combination 
of scientific brains and productive capacity 
~—in other words, keeping an edge in ideas 
and techniques. Here, as in the whole 
structure of the Atlantic Pact, real strength 
lies in unity.

Between Book Ends 


Goethe’s Ideal Community 


GOETHE'S IMAGE OF MAN AND SOCIETY, by 
Hoy Bergstraesser. (Henry Regnery Co., 36! pos., 


Goethe tried to tie ethics to progress and 
virtue to work; to make man’s destiny the 
constant improvement of himself and every 
living hour; to make works the test of 
genius. And now Prof. Bergstraesser pre- 
sents Goethe as combination Quaker, trans- 
cendentalist and utopian, with no attempt 
made to glamorize, rebunk or mystify, to 
satisfy the idly curious, the neurotic or the 
esoteric. In the straightforward and schai- 
arly study he probes deeply but remains 
intelligible. Based principally on Goethe's 
“Wilhelm Meister” novels, it seeks the 
meaning of Goethe’s personality, faith, 
poetry and other achievements in all his 
books, letters and conversations. It is a 
study of “the conceptions fundamental to 
Goethe’s a of the sound community 
(which) grew out of 
his own personality 
and vocation. It is 
our intention to fol- 
low this genesis, to 
interpret the func- 
tion of man, society 
and history within 
his view of the uni- 
verse, and to explain 
on this basis the 
symbolic model of the 
new community 
which he left as a 
challenge and as a 
warning.” 

Modern man has 

acoauthae met the _ challenge 
and learned more mechanical tricks than 
he can wisely control. But the warning 
that he could not be God or do without 
God, that religious ritual was no substi- 
tute for faith, went unheeded for a long 
time. 

Only recently has there been a re- 
newed interest in the meaning of faith, in 
the works of Goethe, Gandhi, Vedanta, 
basic Christianity and Judaism. Now the 
Protestant World Council of Churches con- 
demns capitalism, the Catholic church is 
active in building co-operatives and the 
Jews in Israel point with special pride to 
co-operative farms, industries and cities. 

Even if man cannot make the grade to 
divinity other roads are open to him. “When 
Goethe gave his community a simple but 
firm religious foundation,” says Prof. Berg- 
straesser, “in harmony with the demands 
of reason, he once more drew on the spirit- 
ualist roots of his faith. The basic convic- 
tions ruling Goethe’s ideal community, its 
practice of toleration, and its sense of ac- 
tive responsibility are indeed akin to the 
ideals of the great Quaker (William Penn).” 

Knowing man’s possibilities Goethe could 
be optimistic; knowing man’s limitations 
could make him pessimistic. According to 
Bergstraesser “the returning Christ, in 
Goethe’s epical fragment “The Eternal Jew,’ 
is no more acceptable to men on his sec- 
ond coming than he was when He was 
crucified for the first time.” Such state- 
ments abound in this book, and will lead 
to much argument, but most important it 
will lead readers back to the source, in 
Goethe's “Wilhelm Meister” novels. In this 
way it will help sow the seeds of Goethe’s 
knowledge more fruitfully in our blended 
American culture, so that where we dis- 
agree or refuse to apply Goethe it will no 
longer be for lack of knowledge.

You may disagree with some of 
the terms in the above — for ex- 
‘ample, the word “willing.” But 
for whatever reason, the Russian 
people are sacrificing their living 
standard to construct and main- 
tain a military machine far 
greater in numbers and in arms 
than was Hitler’s in 1939. To this 
has now been added the atomic 
weapon, 


No Cheap Victories. 


In view of these facts, there can 
no longer be the slightest excuse 
for talking about winning a war 
with an atomic blitz aimed at 
strategic Russian centers. That 
dangerous talk has come in the 
recent past from supposedly re- 
sponsible members of Congress. 
Nor is it enough to talk about 
“keeping ahead” in the race for 
bigger and more destructive 
atomic Weapons. 

Two choices seem to be open to 
this country. Since the over-all 
approach for international con- 
trol of all atomic energy will not 
work, the time has come to try a 
limited approach to get agreement 
to restrict not merely weapons of 
destruction, but mass 


the Soviet Government 


trol will be essential in order to 
check up on fulfillment of a de- 
cision of the prohibition of pro- 
duction of the atomic weapon.” 
This is a significant concession. 


If Agreement Fails. 


The other choice is to begin to 
arm on a realistic scale in every 
department and not just in ‘atomic 
weapons. To do this would mean 
major sacrifices by the American 
people. It could well mean drastic 
changes in our way of life. Re- 
sponsible military men have al- 
ways known that the atomic 
bomb could not win a war, and 
certainly not win a peace. 

A limited agreement on mass 
weapons and mass armies would 
not mean an end to the American 
policy of containing Soviet aggres- 
sion and preserving the Western 
democracies. As we are too apt 
to forget, the real weapon there 
is economic rather than military. 
But it would mean an end to the 
dangerous delusion that we in 
America can enjoy the fruits of

Mrs. Edmund V. Cowdry of 
St. Louis One of 4 to Whom 
Seats Are Denied.

SAN FRANCISC Sept. 27— 
Mrs. Edmund V. Cowdry, wife of 
a St. Louis specialist in cancer re- 
search, was one of four women 
to whom seats in the House of 
Clerical and Lay Deputies of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church were 
denied in the Genera] Convention 
of the church here. 

The vote by which this action 
was taken, 321 to 204, was a re- 
versal of the action of the 1946 
General Convention, when Mrs. 
Randolph H. Dyer of St. Louis 
was seated as a lay delegate. 

After calling of the roll, in 
which the women answered to 
their names, Spencer Ervin, a 
Philadelphia lay delegate, moved 
that, under the constitution of the 
House of Deputies, the four wom- 
en be not seated as delegates. By 
its vote, the House limited the 
meaning of the word “layman” to 
the male sex. 

The Missouri deputation voted 
to seat Mrs. Cowdry, who was one 
of four lay representatives of the 
(Eastern) Missouri diocese. The 
others are Edward G. Lasar of 8t. 
Louis, John H. Leach of Kirkwood 
and Chester Brewer of Columbia. 
The clerical deputies are Dean 
Sidney B. Sweet and the Rev. J. 
Francis Sant of St. Louis, the Rev. 
Charles D. Kean of Kirkwood and 
the Rev. William H. Laird of 
Ladue. 

Besides Mrs. Cowdry, the women 
to whom seats were refused were 
Mrs. Elizabeth D. Pittman of 
Miss Ruth Jenkins of 
Seattle and Mrs. Domingo Ville- 
fane of Manati, Puerto Rico. 

Following the vote excluding the 
women, a Nevada delegate intro- 
duced a resolution to amend the 
constitution to permit seating of 
women. Such a proposal was 
voted down in the House of Dep- 
uties in 1946, though it permitted 
Mrs. Dyer to sit as a delegate. 

The Very Rev. Claude Sprouse, 
dean of the Kansas City Cathe- 
dral, was elected president of the 
House of Deputies, succeeding for- 
mer Supreme Court Justice Owen 
Robert’. Dean Sprouse’s election 
was on the third ballot, over three 
candidates from eastern dioceses. 

A resolution adopted by the 
deputies called on the United Na- 
tions to set Jerusalem apart as 
an internationalized holy city.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27 (AP)— 
The Nationa) Better Business Bu- 
reau today condemned contests 
which it said use easy puzzles as 
come-ons and follow them up with 
brain-busters. 

The bureau said the contests it 
objects to are run like this: An 
easy puzzle is given to solve, but 
to enter the contest; something 
must be bought or donated to 
some cause. Later, after spending 
or donating the money, it is 
learned that the payoff involves 
tie-breaking contests with puz- 
zles “so difficult that few, if any 
contestants, can completely solve.” 

The bureau said it had no ob- 
jection to contests as such and 
that when properly used they are 
“not only a legitimate device but 
are popular with a great many 
readers.”

Search Plane Reports 
Sign of Life at Craft on 
Popocatepetl. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 27 (AP)— 
Rescue squads edged their way up 
the slopes of Popocatepet! volcano 
today in search of a Mexican air- 
lines plane missing with 24 
sons aboard since yesterday after- 
noon, 

(The United Press said a search 
plane spotted the wreckage in the 
snow near the top of the dormant 
volcano and reported there was 
“no sign of life.”) . 

Mexican Senator Ramos Millan, 
chairman of the National Corn 
Commission, was reported aboard 
the Mexicana de Aviacion plane. 

Moises Bautista, a shepherd, 
said he saw a plane fall into the 
snow on the slope of the Volcano 
yesterday afternoon. Airport of- 
ficials said it must have been the 
missing plane. . 

The plane, bound from Tapa- 
chul on the Guatemala border to 
Mexico City, carried 21 passengers 
and three crewmen, Airline offi- 
cials said two of the passengers 
were Americans. They were list- 
ed as Mrs. Perla Graham and her 
sister, Eugenia Goldsmith, both of 
Miami Beach, Fila. 

Ambulances and a radio-equipped 
jeep accompanied the rescue work- 
ers to the scene. 

Officials said the skies were 
cloudy over the Mexican valley at 
the time of the reported accident.

STILL, ORTEGA, WHO IS regularly on “The 
Affairs of Peter Salem,” “Big Sister,” “Portia 
Faces Life,” and intermittently on a dozen other 
radio shows, is getting his feet wet in television. 
He feels he ought to learn the technical prob- 
lems of working with cameras so he won't be 
completely inexperienced if radio should disap- 
pear. But if there are any conflicts with his radio 
chores, he won’t play. Radio, which has supported 
him for years, comes first. When the money gets 
into television, both he and Fitzmaurice agree, 
the directors will know where to find them. 

These attitudes, it ought to be explained, are 
pretty much like those of veteran theater actors 
who once turned up their noses at the motion pic- 
tures for economic reasons, partly because it 
meant throwing aside years of experience and 
learning a new trade. There is a generation of 
younger players who worry much less about fi- 
nances and about learning new tricks. This group 
finds television wonderful. But we'll have to go 
into them tomorrow.

ive Youngster Time 
By Angelo Patri 

HILDREN who are born prematurely, or who have been 
C ill for long periods in early childhood, are likely to be 

behind other children of their chronological age. This puts 
them in grades below their group, and it may account for a low 
1.Q., which again grades them below their age group. Sometimes 
these children are classified as mentally defective, and some- 
times, not always, this is correct. What we must be most careful 
about is to be quite certain that we have done everything pos- 
sible to help these children overcome the difficulties they face 
through loss of time and the stimulating experiences that 
usually inspire their group. 

It is experience that develops children. Lessons help because 
they are a set of directed experiences intended to promote 
mental development but lessons alone will not result in a fully 
rounded, well-developed child. Daily contacts with other chil- 
dren, with people of all sorts, in the varied activities of neigh- 
borhood and family life are equally important if not more so. 
ee gee , 

THESE EXPERIENCES were curtailed for the sick child. 
If the teacher and the parents are wise they will say, “This 
child lost two, three years of life experiences, so he is likely 
to be that many years behind. What can we do to give him 
back what he has lost? 

First, give him time. It is time that he lost. Don’t rush him 
and push him to “catch up.” That is the surest way of increas- 
ing his backwardness. Begin to allow him the necessary ex- 
periences of family life and schoo] routine that he should have 
had at the time he was checked by illness. The fact that he is 
7 is not to get in the way of the fact that he has lost three 
years and must begin to learn almost as a 4-year-old child 
should. . 

Some of the children given low I.Q.s and classed as back- 
ward are normal for their age and experience, and if correctly 
trained and cared for will develop into normal useful people. 
Give them careful consideration. :

She had enjoyed a long and 
successful run, needed a holiday 
and wanted to be replaced, so 
when The Duchess closed, I went 
almost immediately into this show 
opposite the delightful Farren 
Souter, son of one of England's 
greatest dancers, Nellie Farren. 

The Vaudeville Theater was 
owned by the Gatti Brothers, two 
Greek gentlemen who were also 
highly successful restaurateurs, I 
am sorry, Brothers Gatti, if you 
should read this and conclude that 
I am ungrateful, but I cannot 
quite remember which Gatti 
brother was which, although inter- 
esting things began to happen as 
soon as I began to work in the 
Vaudeville Theater. 

First, my dressing room, which 
had been occupied by Miss May 
and was already fresh and charm- 
ing, was refurnished and redeco- 
rated, and this was immediately 
followed by a succession of flow- 
ers and little gifts from the man- 
agement. This was followed by a 
Gatti in person with offers of 
marriage. The proposing Gatti 
was, I recall, dark and handsome 
and voluble, but dear Mr. Gatti, 
please forgive me, I cannot re- 
member which one you were! 

At any rate, a Gatti proposal 
once a week and a_ successful 
show made life exciting and it 
was, in the end, one of the Gattis 
who brought about the opportu- 
nity which was a turning point in 
my young but somewhat stale- 
mated career. a9 

In the back of the balcony was 
the theater office, and from this 
the Gattis would often watch per- 
formances of The Belle of May- 
fair. One of their frequent 
guests was Charles Hawtrey, who 
would come often to the theater 
not at all to see me act but be- 
cause he was making a deal with 
the Gattis to lease the theater for 
his next production. Sir Charles 
was one of the magnificoes of the 
London stage, an actor-producer 
of great distinction who at one 
time or another managed 16 the- 
aters in London and put on more 
than a hundred plays. Off and 
on stage he was a charming man. 

Mr. Hawtrey—he was not Sir 
Charles at that time—saw The 
Belle of Mayfair so often as a 
result of his interest in the Vaude- 
ville Theater as a real-estate ven- 
ture that he finally noticed me. 
He had to. He not only saw me 
night after night, but he heard 
about me at length from the Gat- 
tis. One evening as he was 
watching the show he muttered 
that “There is a little girl who 
might be able to do something be- 
sides musical comedy.” 

The Gattis emphatically agreed 
with Hawtrey, and the upshot was 
that Hawtrey sent a message ask-

There is a sharp and enormous 
difference between playing musgi- 
cal comedy and playing straight 
comedy, and I think I can explain 
it best by putting it this way: in 
a musical comedy, you direct 
everything to the audience; in 
comedy, in a play, you know the 
audience is there and you play to 
it, but you direct yourself to your 
fellow players and act as if you 
were in a room, not in a theater. 
H process of teaching me to 

place a phrase, almost as it is 
done in singing. In comedy you 
lift your points, setting up lines 
for the player opposite you. It re- 
quires the most exact timing and 
pacing to do this skillfully, and I 
was lucky: Of all the actors I have 
ever known, I believe Charles 
Hawtrey was by far the best 
teacher.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

ATURDAY and yesterday were 
Gwe wonderful days in. the 

country! On Saturday for a 
short time black clouds obscured 
our blue sky, but it was only for 
a very brief period. Luckily, the 
short shower that visited us came 
at the end of the brief ceremonies 
that were held to commemorate 
the beginning of the new village 
being built on part of my son’s 
land. 

This enterprise will be called 
“Springwood Village,” which is the 
name my mother-in-law used for 
our own old house. It is to con- 
sist of low-cost houses and a large 
group of apartments, with stores 
and al that is needed to make a 
small community pleasant to live 
in.

How to Play Canasta 


By Shepard Barclay 


THIRD LESSON. 

AVE you ever played with a deck of 108 cards? You will 
He to if you take up the Argentine Rummy game of 

Canasta, which is gaining popularity now in American social 
circles. The huge deck really consists of two standard decks 
of 52 cards each, except that each must contain two Jokers so 
that the combined pack has four Jokers in it. 

First you shuffle the huge pack, then cut for partners, 
if you are playing the basic four-handed game. Forms of it 
for other numbers of players will be covered at the end 
of the series. Then each player gets 11 cards dealt to him 
one at a time, dealer being the player to the right of the high 
cutter. The deal and play rotate to the left as in bridge or 
poker, not the other way as with the South Americans. 


Before the upcard is turned, each player in turn places his 
red treys, if any, on the table, face up as if melded, and each 
is replaced by a card taken from the top of the stock—balance 
of the deck placed face-down—so that each has the needed 
11 cards. -If anybody at this stage draws another trey, it is 
faced and he gets a new card. 

The dealer then turns the next card, which becomes the 
upcard, the rest being the stock. Should the upcard be a red 
trey, a Joker or a deuce, it cannot be drawn and must be 
covered with the top card from the stock, since the discard 
pile is now “frozen,” as will be explained later. 
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THE PLAYERS PROCEED to play in turn, commencing 
with the one at dealer’s left. Each play consists of three parts— 
the draw, then the meld and finally the discard. 

If the first player refuses the upcard, he draws from the 
stock; no other player may take the first upcard. 

Most of the scoring comes from the melding of Canastas, 
so building them is each player’s chief objective. A Canasta is 
any seven cards of the same rank—such as seven jacks, seven 
fives, etc. Jokers and deuces are wild cards and may be used 
to build a Canasta, but a Canasta containing one or more of 
those is called a “Mixed Canasta” and counts only 300 points, 
whereas a “Perfect Canasta” made up of all cards of the same 
real rank counts 500. No more than three wild cards are 
allowed in a Mixed Canasta. 

Once a deuce or Joker is used in a meld, it must remain 
in that meld and not be used otherwise. 

Every meld must consist of three or more matching cards, 
sequences no longer being a part of this game. No meld may 
consist of several wild cards and just one other card; there 
must always be at least two real matching cards in it. 

To make the first meld with either the upcard or drawing 
from the stock, a player must have a total count for cards in 
the meld of at least 50 points (see yesterday's table). After 
one member of a side has melded, the minimum no longer 
applies. The pack may now be taken with a matching card 
and a wild card unless the pack is “frozen.” 
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IF THE UPCARD of the discard pile is used for the first 
meld, a player must have a natural pair to match the upcard. 
Value of the upcard may be included in the original count. Wild 
ecards may be included in the necessary count which may be 
distributed through one or more melds. 

It is compulsory to take the entire discard pile whenever 
the upcard is used. 

Before a player takes the upcard of the discard pile, he 
must place two or more of his cards face up on the table, or 
incur a penalty. If it is his side’s first meld, he must show 
his necessary count before taking the pile. If an error is made 
in taking the upcard at any time, it must be replaced and, if 
a meld had been started, the exposed eards are penalty cards 
subject to being discarded or melded at the offender’s first 
turn to play. ; 

All melds and red treys of one pair are placed on one side 
of the table near one partner, the other partner keeping score 


s0 as to divided the work. A player may not meld or add to ~ 


his partner’s melds except when it is his turn to play, whether 
from the discard pile, the stock or from his own hand..

‘ Y dear, you aren't a typical 
Negro,” a famous Southern 
actress once told Lena 

Horne. “To me, the dearest kind 
of Negro is the little coal-black 
girl down on daddy’s plantation. 
So natural, so gay, not goinz 
around angry and fighting all the 
time the way you do.” 

Lena Horne, movie star, cafe en- 
tertainer, and at the moment the 
season’s opening attraction at the 
Chase Club, doesn’t fit very well 
into that picture at all and it dis- 
turbs quite a few people. She 
doesn’t fit into another picture 
either, that of the voluptuous, vel- 
vet-voiced entertainer, composed of 
nine parts glamor gowns and one 
part pancake make-up. : 

“Although in some of the stories 
I read about me, I sound like a 
very fancy character indeed,” 
Lena “grins. 

Neither fancy character nor 
Topsy, Lena, who has light skin,

CHAPTER 3 


NE of the favorite psycholog- 
0 ical descriptions of , modern 

man is to say that he has an 
anxiety complex. Psychology is 
more right than it suspects, but 
for a more profound reason than 
it knows. There is no doubt that 
anxiety has been increased and 
complicated by our metropolitan 
and industrialized civilization. An 
increasing number of persons are 
afflicted with neuroses, complexes, 
fears, irritabilities, and ulcers; 
they are, perhaps, not so much 
“run down” as “wound up”; not so 
much set on fire by the sparks of 
daily life as they are burning up 
from internal combustion. Few 
of them have the felicity of the 
good Negro woman who said, 
“When I works, I works hard; 
when I sits, I sits loose; and when 
I thinks, I goes to sleep.” 

But modern anxiety is different 
from the anxiety of previous and 
more normal ages in two ways. 
In other days men were anxious 
about their souls, but modern anx- 
iety is principally concerned with 
the body; the major worries of 
today are economic security, 
health, the complexion, wealth, so- 
cial prestige, and sex. To read 
modern advertisements, one would 
think that the greatest calamity 
that could befall a human being 
would be to have dishpan hands 
or a cough in the Tizone. This 
over-emphasis on corporal secur- 
ity is not healthy; it has begotten 
a generation that is much more 
concerned about having life belts 
to wear on a sea journey than 
about the cabin it will occupy and 
enjoy. The second characteristic 
of modern anxiety is that it is 
not a fear of objective, natural 
dangers, such as lightning, beasts, 
famine; it is subjective, a vague 
fear of what one believes would 
be dangerous if it happened. That 
is why it is so difficult to deal 
with people who have today’s 
types of anxieties; it does no good 
to tell them that there is no out- 
side danger, because the danger 
that they fear is inside of them 
and therefore is abnormally real 
to them. Their condition is aggra- 
vated by a sense of helplessness 
to do anything about the danger. 
They constantly sense a dispropor-

tion between their own forces and 
those marshaled by what they be- 
lieve to be the enemy. 

Modern psychologists have done 
an admirable service in studying 
anxieties, revealing a phase of 
human nature which has been to 
some extent closed to us. But the 
cause of anxiety is deeper than 
the psychological. Anxiety may 
take on new forms in our dis- 
ordered civilization, but anxiety 
itself has always been rooted in 
the nature of nran. There has 
never been an age, there has never 
been a human being in the history 
of the world without an anxiety 
complex; in other times, it was 
studied on all the levels of life. 
The Old Testament, for example, 
has one book which is cancerned 
solely with the problems of 
anxiety—the Book of Job. The 
Sermon on the Mount is a warning 
against the wrong kind of anxie- 
ties. St. Augustine’s writings cen- 
ter around what he called the 
restless soul. Pascal wrote about 
human misery. A modern philos- 
opher, Kiergegaard, bases his 
philosophy on dread, or Angst, 
and Heidegger has told us Dasein 
ist Sorge, “Self-existence is worry.”

T is important to inquire into 
| the basic reason and ground of 

anxiety, according to man’s 
present historical condition, of 
which the psychological is only 
one superficial manifestation. The 
philosophy of anxiety looks to the 
fact that man is a fallen being 
composed of body and soul. Stand- 
ing midway between the animal 
and the angel, living in a finite 
world andaspiring toward the in- 
finite, moving in time and seeking 
the eternal, he is pulling at one 
moment toward the pleasures of 
the body and at another moment 
to the joys of the spirit. He is in a 
constant state of suspension be- 
tween matter and spirit and may 
be likened ‘to a mountain climber 
who aspires to the great peak 
above and yet, looking back from 
his present position, fears falling 
to the abyss below. 

In every human being, there is 
a double law of gravitation, one 
pulling him to the earth, where he 
has his time of trial, and the other 
pulling him to God, where he has 
his happiness. The anxiety under- 
lying all modern man’s anxieties 
arises from his trying to be him- 
self without God or from his try- 
ing to get beyond himself without 
God. The example of the moun- 
tain climber is not exact for such 
a man has no helper on the upper 
peak to which he aspires. Man, 
however, has a helper—God on the 
upper peak of eternity reaches out 
His Omnipotent Hand to lift him 
up, even before man raises his 
voice in plea. It is evident that, 
even though we escaped all the 
anxieties of modern economic life, 
even though we avoided all the 


tensions which psychology finds 


in the unconsciousness and con- 
sciousness, we should still have 
that great basic fundamental anxi- 
ety born of our creatureliness. 
Anxiety stems fundamentally from 
irregulated desires, from the crea- 
ture wanting something that is 
unn for him or contrary 
to his nature or positively. harm- 
ful to his soul. Anxiety increases 
in direct ratio and proportion as 
man departs from God. Every man 
in the world has an anxiety com- 
plex because he has the capacity 
to be either saint or sinner. 

Let it be not believed that man 
has an anxiety complex “because 
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he still has traces of his animal 
origin”; indeed, animals left to 
themselves never have anxieties. 
They have natural fears, which 
are good, but they have no sub- 
jective anxieties. Birds do not 
develop a psychosis about whether 
they should take a winter trip to 
California or Florida. An animal 
never becomes less than it is: but 
a man can do just that, because 
a man is a composite of both spirit 
and matter.

READ arises because man be- 

comes aware, however dimly 

of his contingency and finite- 
ness. He is not the absolute, 
though he wants it; he is not 
even all that he is or all that he 
could be, This tension between 
possibility and fact, this oscil- 
lation between wanting to be 
with God and wanting to be 
God is a deeper side of his 
anxiety. Alfred Adler has al- 
ways emphasized that back of 
neuroses is the striving of a man 
to become like God, a striving as 
impotent as the goal is impossible. 
The root of every psychological 
tension is basically metaphysical. 
Despair and anxiety are pos- 
sible because there is a rational 
soul. They presuppose the capac- 
ity of self-reflection. Only a 
being capable of contemplating 
itself can dread annihilation in 
face of the infinite, can despair 
either of itself or of its destiny. 
Despair, Kierkegaard tells us, is 
twofold. It is a desperate desire 
either to be oneself or to be not 
oneself; man wants either to make 
himself into an absolute, uncon- 
ditioned being, independent, self- 
subsistent; or else he wants des- 
perately to get rid of his being, 
with its limitation, its contin- 
gency, and its finiteness. Both 
these attitudes manifest the eter- 
nal revolt of the finite against 
the infinite: Non serviam. By such 
a revolt, man exposes himself to 
the awareness of his nothingness 
and his solitude. Instead of find- 
ing a support in the knowledge 
that he, though contingent, is held 
in existence by a loving God, he 
now seeks reliance within him- 
self and, necessarily failing to 
find it, becomes the victim of 
dread. For dread is related to 
an unknown, overwhelming, all- 
powerful something—which may 
strike one knows not when or 
where, -

Considering the extreme opti- 
mism that South exhibited in the 
bidding, he had to produce unusual 
skill in the play, to justify him- 
self! The opening two-bid was 
light to begin with, and, that being 
so, South should have slowed down 
on subsequent rounds instead of 
going full steam ahead. 


West made what appeared to 
be his safest lead, the spade nine. 
Dummy played low and East, 
recognizing the lead as top of 
nothing, properly refused to sacri- 
fice his king. South won with the 
spade queen and cashed his three 
top trumps, naturally hoping to 
drop the jack. East, however, dis- 
carded a heart on the third round. 


Now that South knew he would 
have to lose a trump trick, the 
picture looked dark, but by no 
means hopeless. South cashed the 
spade ace, then took the heart 
finesse. The queen holding, he led 
the spade jack through East for 
the marked finesse against the 
king. East, trying to conceal the 
fact that he held the king, played 
low, but declarer simply discarded 
a diamond. 

Now the heart ace was cashed 
and a heart was ruffed, eliminat- 
ing West’s cards in that suit. 
Finally, South threw West in with 
a trump, and, since West was re- 
duced. to diamonds, he had to 
lead up to South’s major tenace.
